SIR: 

In response to the Office Action mailed on July 26, 2005, applicants elect as species 
group 13 grass allergen and as a grass from which it is extracted, Phleum Pretense, which is 
also known as Timothy Grass. 

The election requirement is traversed. The PTO has not established that it would pose 
an imdue burden to examine the full scope of the elected group I at least. 

Additionally, the process clauned achieves the purification of several components at 
the same time, not only of the claimed allergen 13. Thus, restricting the invention to the 
claimed species would be improper.
